MOTHER’S FROZEN BODY T 
SAVES SON FROM DEATH. 


UTCHINSON (Kan.) Dec. 29.—

blizzard, W. D. Nifton found the body 
of his wife this morning buried in the 
snow near Fowler. Clinging to her 
was her 5-year-old son.

ITALIAN DEFEAT. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—[By A. 


P. Night Wire.] A twentr- 
four hours battle in which the 


Turkish troops defeated the Italian 
forces, killing half of it in the rout, 
is discussed in an official message from 
Constantinople made public at the 
Turkish embassy last night. The mes- 


gage was transmitted to the Imperial 
Ministry of War at Constantinople by 
the commander of the Turkish troops 
from Tobruk, Tripoli, under date of 
December 22. The report follows: 

“We have attacked the fortified 
posts of the enemy.” Notwithstand- 
ing the fire from the warships and fort 
batteries, we entered the fort and the 
garrison has been annihilated. Am- 
munition, provisions, war material 
and a quick firing gun have been car- | 
ried into our camp. In its forward 
march, one of our wings cut off the 
retreat of the enemy, who fled to- 
ward the coast. During the retreat 
the enemy lost half their numbers. 

The battle lasted all day and night. 
Among the killed. were three officers 
of the enemy. Our losses were seven 
killed and a few wounded. The 
Sheikh Meri, who, with his five sons, 
came at the head of his tribe, is 
among the dead. The courage of our 
officers and soldiers is exemplary. 
Lieut. Nedjib Bey was the first to en- 
ter the fort. He destroyed the quick 
firing guns and carried away one into 
our camp.”

“We suggest that the large annual 
appropriation ry for the main- 


tenance of the fire and police depart- 
ments, will be doubly effective if sup- 
rted by the very best alarm and 
signal systems, obtainable, but with- 
out such systems the ppropriations 
are in a measure, wasted.”’

Turkestan, separated from the more east- 
erly provinces by a rampart of immense 
mountains, has declared its independence 
of the rest of the empire and proposes to set 
up a republican form of government on its 
own account. Mongolia on the north, sepa- 
rated from the central provinces by an im- 
mense desert, Gobi, proposes to follow the 
course being pursued by the western prov- | 
ince, Turkestan. These two provinces are 
under strong Russian influence, as Manchu- 
ria is under Japanese influence. | 

Japan and Russia are running a race to 
see which which shall keep in the lead in 
their declarations to the effect that they 
have no ulterior designs upon these prov- 
inces. The treaty made at Portsmouth, N. 
H., by which the war between Russia and 
Japan was brought to an end, provides an 
agreement between five great powers inter- 
ested in China to recognize the sovereignty 
of that empire and to protect its integrity. 
Russia and Japan assure the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany that it is their: 
purpose entirely to respect and cordially to 
uphold the terms of this convention. 

Russian diplomacy and Japanese are both 
of the Asiatic type; and when you come to 
use the word false, that of the ancient dame 
Cressid is a joke in comparison. 
succeeds in the next twenty years in com- 
pletely annexing the northern part of Per- 
sia it probably might as well be taken for 
granted that Turkestan will also go under 
the paw of the great bear, with probably 
another of the underpinnings of the great 
quadruped planted on mongolia.

HE OLD AND THE NEW. 
_ Asia is held by historians to have been 
the cradle of human civilization. China and 
Persia antedate not only everything in 
America, but everything in Europe, if not in 
the whole wide world. 
Id this continent, hoary with {ts antiquity, 
at the present day the germs of new life 
are working like very lively leaven in a 
very moribund lump. As for China, it stands | 
in the forefront of all progression in the 
The limited monarchies 
of Burope are not looked upon as proper in- 
stitutions to supersede the absolutism of 
the empire; but, leaping over all these in- 
termediate stages of development, an at- 
tenipt is being made to plant in China and 
make grow the most advanced democracy 
of the western hemisphere. 
In Persia, if Turkey does not intervene, it 
is certain that the partition of that ter- 
iry between Russia and Great Britain 
will soon be written as a page in contem- 
poraneous history. Should the Ottoman em- 
pire intervene there is no telling what tne. 
outcome might be. : | 
_ 4s to China, it may be written now that 
the old things have passed away, but it is | 
not quite clear what the new things are 
be. Between the several provinces of the 
empire there was merely contact, and not 
cohesion.

Fach nation only represents a single in- 
dividual force, confined to one of the small- 
est of the family of stars; compared with 
the billions of worlds that go to make up 
the universe, the greatest earthly nation is 
but a finite atom—no more above the laws 
ef the Creator than the individual is above 
the laws of his country. The same objec- 
tion on the score of “honor” was urged in 
favor of dueling, but dueling in an age of 
greater enlightenment has become a crime 
under the statute. War is but a legalized 


survival of the duel. 


Supposing it be true that 
fecting a nation’s honor ts too vital to be 
submitted to any court of appeal, though 
composed of the wisest and most disinter- 
ested judges from all quarters of the world, 
is war, then, the only or the most ideal sub- 
stitute for this insufficient tribunal? t 
we use artillery “to mow down every living 
creature in the streets” as a balm to our 
outraged feelings or to prove how high a 
value we put on our national honor? If we

rendered valiant service to the revolution- 
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believe in these methods, then let us call 600 Jews of Charleston, 8. C., there was 


it by its right name —vengeance—and claim 
vengeance as one of the cardinal Christian 
virtues. It is better to be honest than hon- 
orable. Honesty never cries for vengeance. 

There is some force in the contention that 
wrongs should be avenged (though the idea 
is more Mosaic than Christian,) but 500 
women and children massacred in cold 
hlood” seems-to be rather a vicarious form : 
of revenge for a Czar to take on a Shah. 
Probably in most of the world’s wars the 
greatest sufferers were no parties to the 
original quarrel.

When the wolf in 
the fable wanted to gobble up the lamb he 
son discovered that his drinking water was 
being muddied. No nation ever made war 
on another without the-exprese declaration 
that its honor was at stake. It is very 
strange to note, moreover, how in past wars 
the sensitiveness of the national honor rose 
in direct proportion to its strength and ag. 
gressiveness. We are proud to except our 
own country from this general law. Amor 
ica at least appreciates the strength of the 


plea: 

“It is excellent 

To have a giant's strength; but it is tyran- 
nous 


To use it like a giant.” Ee ' 

But. what does all this prove? Does it not 
show clearly how large of view and broad 
of mind is he who at present is guiding the 
destinies of this republic? Does it not dem- 
onstrate how thoroughly President Taft re- 
fiects American sentiment; that, while first 
safeguarding the Interests of his own peo- 
ple, he never loses sight of the greater ob- 
ject behind that good—the general welfare 
of the whole human family? If America is 
likely to be the last nation to require the 
services of an arbitration tribunal, in her 
abundance of strength, then America shows 
the sterling mark of true greatness by in- 
stituting a reform for aiding the weak 
against the strong. “Life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness” are the principles on 
which this republic is founded. Happiness 
is not generally pursued with artillery and 
fixed bayonets; liberty fostered in besieged 
cities, or life preserved on the red field of 
battle.

The Jews have been among the most pa- 
triotic of our citizens. Benjamin Levy of 
Philadelphia, Benjamin Jacobs of New York, 
and Samuel Lyons of New York signed the 
bills of credit for the Continental Congress.

THE WATERS OF TAHOE, 

{Santa Rosa Press Democrat:] It has 
been very generally supposed that the dan- 
ger of the diversion of the waters of Lake 
Tahoe into Nevada for irrigation purposes 
had been averted for good last winter by 
the action of the Legislature and of the 
California delegation in Congress. When 
it was learned that it was proposed to let 
a contract for the construction of a dam 
and canal to carry the water into Nevada, 
where the government is engaged upon an 
extensive irrigation project, the Legislature 
passed resolutions of protest, which were 
presented at Washington by the delegation 
and a halt was called. But {ft appears the 
scheme has not been abandoned, and that 
the fight is not won. 

The Sacramento Bee is authority for the 


Tahoe water for the purpose stated are go- 
ing forward just as if they bad never been 
arrested, and that California will endeavor 
to put an end to them by means of a suit 
in the United States Supreme Court, de- 
manding that an apportionment be made of 
‘the water belonging to each State. 

Such a course is deemed necessary in 
order to protect California’s rights. It ap- 
pears imperative that it should be definitely 
settled how much water Nevada may have.
